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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-9, and 11-18 are allowed because the prior art fails to teach either 
singly or in combination a multicolor particle analyzer including a tunable filter adapted 
to sequentially shift pass band between two or more wavelengths multiple times as 
each particle passes through the illuminated detection volume, thereby when in 
operation the tunable filter sequentially passes emitted light at the two or more 
wavelengths in a predetermined direction regarding claim (1); a method of analyzing 
particles each of which fluoresces and emits light at multiple different distinct 
wavelengths responsive to excitation light comprises the steps of receiving emitted light 
with a tunable filter adapted to sequentially shift pass band between two or more 
wavelengths multiple times as each particle passes through the analyzing region, 
thereby in operation sequentially passing emitted light at the two or more wavelengths 
in a predetermined direction regarding claim (5); a particle analyzer for analyzing 
particles in a sample fluid which fluoresce and emit light at one or more wavelengths 
comprising a tunable optical filter adapted to sequentially shift pass band between two 
or more wavelengths multiple times as each particle passes through the illuminated 
analyzing volume, whereby when in operation the tunable optical filter sequentially 
passes emitted light at the two or more wavelengths in a predetermined direction 
regarding claim (7); and a method of analyzing particles in a fluid which fluoresce at one 
or more wavelengths comprising the steps of sequentially shifting the passband of the

tunable filter between two or more wavelengths multiple times as each particle passes 
through the illumination source regarding claim (9).
